Crow 
contended that it was the intention of 
the Supreme Court that the bridge ar- 
bitrary should be wiped out at St. Louis, 
and be appealed from Judge Trieber’s 
decree on several grounds. He took the 
view, in the first place, that Trieber, 
as District Judge, had no jurisdiction, 
and that jurisdiction should lie with 
the Circuit Judges. 
' He sought to have the circult judges 
assume jurf{sdiction, after Judge Trieber 
had prepared his decree. the circuit 
judges were divided in their opinion 
as to whether they should assume juris- 
diction, and Crow took his case to the 
Supreme Court. 

The Supreme Court sustained his po- 
sition. The four circuit judges, under 
the decision of the court, will have to 
proceed with the preparation of a de- 
cree to carry out the original decision 
of the court. 

“This is an important victory for the 
Government,”’ said Crow to a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter. “It means that the Ter- 
minal case will be promptly settled. As 
soon as I get a copy of the opinion of 
the Court, I will appear before the four 
Circuit Judges and make a motion that 
they prepare a decree.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 6.—The Supreme 
Court today held that the plan advocat- 
ed by Union Pacific attorneys of dis- 
posing of the entire stockholdings of 
the Union Pacific Railroad Co, in the 
Southern Pacific company, by transfer 
to the stockholders of the Union Pa- 
cific company, would not so effectual- 
ly end the Union Pacific merger as to 
comply with itg dissolution decree. 

Union Pacific attorneys claimed for 
the Union Pacific stockholders the ex- 
clusive privilege of taking over the 
$126,650,000 worth of Southern Pacific 
stock, which the Supreme Court found 
the Union Pacific owns, in violation of 
the Sherman anti-trust law. 

Announcing the decision, Justice Day 
said: ‘‘The proposal to distribute the 
stock among the shareholders of the 
Union Pacific company, or to sell the 
stock to such: shareholders, if granted, 
will in effect transfer the stock from 
the Oregon Short Line Co., which now 
holds it for the Union Pacific Co., to 
the stockholders who own and control 
the latter company. The Court is of the 
opinion that this distribution of sale 
cannot be ordered. 

“The ultimate determination of the 
affairs of a corporation rests with its 
stockholders and arises from their 
power to choose the governing board 
of directors. After such ‘distribution 
as is now proposed, the stockholders 
of the Union Pacific Co. may domi- 
nate and control not only the Union 
Pacific Co. but the Southern Pacific 
Co. as well. 

“We do not mean to preclude the 
District Court from considering and 
acting upon plans which may be sub- 
mitted to it under the former opinion 
and decree of the court.

JEFFERSON CITY, Jan. 6.—While 
Governor-elect Elliott W. Major will in- 
dorse emphatically the principle of home 
rule for St. Louis, Kansas City and St. 
Joseph in his forthcoming message to 
the Forty-seventh General Assembly, the 
question as to whether the commission- 
ers of the police, election and excise 
departments of those cities shall be elec- 
tive or appointive will be left to the 
determination of the Legislature. 

In outlining his position on this sub- 
ject to a Post-Dispatch correspondent 
today, Gov. Major declared his first con- 
sideration is to carry out that feature 
of the Democratic State platform 
“pledging to the larger cities of the 
State home rule in accordance with 
the fundamental Democratic principle 
of local self-government.” 

Two Plans Are Suggested. 

Two plans have been suggested to the 
Governor: 

l, The election of Excise, Police and 
Election officials of St. Louis and the 
Other cities directly by the people. 

2. The appointment of these officials 
by the Mayors of those cities with 
power of removal vested in the Gov- 
ernor or the local Municipal Assembly. 

“I have deemed it best,"’ said the Gov- 
ernor-elect, ‘‘to submit the question to 
the Legislature without indorsement of 
any specific plan. Otherwize the issue 
might be confused.. 

“The Democratic platform approved 
tne elective system or any other sys- 
tem which would be regarded as effect- 
ive and practicable.”’ 

In his pre-election campaign Gov. 
Major expressed the view that the elect- 
ive form of home rule appealed to him 
oersonally, but if the appointive sys- 
tem was preferred he would offer no 
objections, He intimated that the Busi- 
ness Men's home rule bills providing 
for appointment of the Police, Excige 
‘ud Election Commissioners by the 

‘layor. were not objectionable. 
Most Legislators Favor Check. 
A majority of the legislators on the 

‘ound favor home rule for 8t. Louis, 
int are undecided as to the appointive 
or elective system. Virtually all of them 
Xpress the belief that a check on the 
commissioners should be placed in the 
hands of the Governor. 

The incoming Assembly is Democratic 
by 100 majority on joint ballot, giving 
the Democrats the most decisive dom- 
ination over legislation in the history 
“f the State. The Republican minority 
of 37 is virtually, without leadership or 
influence and therefore, the Repub 


licans say, without important responsi- | 


bility. 

Next to home rule legislation the 
heavy artillery of the Major administra- 
tion ; vill be concentrated on a State 
Public Utilities Commission to super- 
~Vise the rates and service of all the 
public service corporations of the State. 


Assistant Attorney-General John M. At- 
‘kinson is now <«* work on the utilitics 
bill. 


The proposed utilities law will do 
away with the public service commis- 
tions of St. Louis and other cities. 

The local public service bodies now 
are operating under what is known as 
the “enabling act,”’ giving the cities 
power to establish commissioners for the 
-pu‘pose of investigating public service 

charges, but leaving them without spe- 
cific power to enforce their recommen- 
‘dations. 

Under the public utilities statute to be 
urged by Gov. Major, the Utilities Com- 
mission will have authority to fix rates 
of all steam, street railroad, telegraph, 
telephone, bridge, electric light and gas 
companies. It will have absolute su- 
pervision, for instance, oVer the Union 
Electric Light and Power Co., the La- 
clede Gas Light Co., and the United 
‘Railways Co. of St. Louis, besides the 
telephone corporations and the Terminal 
Railway Association in so far as _ the 
switching charges of that corporation 
are concerned. The jv isdictlon of the 

State Railway and Waiehouse Conimis- 
‘sioners will be confined to the regula- 
‘tion of the grain interests of the State. 

The General Assembly will be called to 

_ order by Secretary of State Roach at 

noon Wednesday. Both parties will 
caucus on the permanent organization 
of the House and Senate. 

Indications today pointed strongly to 
the election of Representauive James H. 

Hull of Platte County as Speaker of the 
House of Representatives. His nearest 
opponent, Sterling P. McCarty of Pem- 
iseot County, is making a hard fight for 
the place, but the odds appear to be 
Geainst him.

Miller 
had been a prominent politician in the 

publican party. He had been Attor- 
ney-General of the State of Indiana. He 
had been a candidate for the nomina- 


tion for Governor and in the same year 
had been defeated for Congress, “ol- 
lowing which came his appointment as 
United ‘States District Attorney. He 
stood high in the party councils, and 
it was just about a year ago that he was 
on the program for a speech at a Re- 
publican love feast held in Indianapolis. 

For some reason unexplained at the 
time, Miller did»not appear at the par- 
ty function, and there was considerable 
talk about it. There was a rumor that 
Miller had sidestepped the meeting for 
political reasons, and there was half a 
scandal. The real reason was that the 
day before he was to speak, Miller was 
summoned to Washington “by first 
train’’ and there instructed by the De- 
partment of Justice to take up at once 
an investigation of the dynamite case. 
It had been reported to the Government 
that in a seizure of papers and records 
at the Indianapolis offices of the iron- 
workers by the county authorities, whu 
were making a half-hearted inquiry, 
damaging evidence had been found 
showing violations of the Federal laws 
prohibiting the transportation of dyna- 
mite and other explosives on passenger 
trains from one part of the country to 
another. 

Abandoned Social Life. 

ILLER disappeared from public 
MI and social life from that day. 

Prominent in clubs and in so0- 
Clety, he was seen no more in either 
circle. To his political associates he 
became a stranger and his chair at the 
party councils’ was vacant. A thirty- 
third degree Mason, he avoided lodge- 
rooms. A great task had been given” 
him to do and he knew no other master 
than the Government, which he repre- 
sented. It often has been remarked by 
his friends that after he started in on 
the dynamite case, ‘““Cnarfey’’ Miller just 
simply dropped out of existence. It 
was literally true so far as the public, 
generally speaking, was concerned. 

The Federal grand jury was in ses- 
sion, and Miller entered into the great 
inquiry with a zeal that showed no 
diminution until the accused men had 
been indicted, apprehended, tried and 
convicted. 

*“Preparation’’ — that was  Miller’s 
watchword, and he never lost sight of 
it. First, he went after the evidence to 
present to the grand jury, and, despite 
the fact that great obstacles were placed 
in his way, he never stopped until near- 
ly three score indictments had been re- 
turned. 

Then came the real work—the real 
preparation, that of getting ready for 
the trial. He had as help James W. 
Noel, special Assistant United States 
Attorney, and Clarence W. Nichols, As- 
sistant District Attorney, but Miller wags 
always the head and director. 

Early and late, often until midnight, 
many times on Sundays, these three 
men worked at the Government building 
for nearly a year. 

Miller divided up the work, conferred 
again and again with his colleagues, and 
then fitted the whole together. 

The result Was that when the trial 
opened Oct. 1 Miller’s case was like a 
piece of machinery, which worked with 
the same faithfulness and precision as 
the infernal clocks whnicn Ortie Mc- 
Manigal was wont to attach to a can 
of nitroglycerin and leave snugly nestled 
under a girder, to tick away the min- 
utes until he was far away and then do 
ite work of destruction. 

Defendants’ Embarrassment. 

It is true that the Government's case 
vas strengthened after the trial began 
by the fact that defendant after defend- 
ant went on the stand and, under a 
merciless cross-examination, “put him- 
pelf in the hole.’’ But at the same time 
it was apparent that the weaknesses of

every contingency, even before the trial 
began. In all possible phases and as- 
pects the case had been briefed by Dis- 
trict Attorney Miller. At a moment's 
notice the District Attorney and his as- 
sistants could turn to any fact that had 
been brought out in evidence. There 
were the big “‘conspiracy brief,” the “‘de- 
fendants’ brief’ and the ‘witnesses’ 
brief.’’ Practically in an instant the 
whole case against any one defendant 
or the whole purport of the testimony 
of any witness and how it fitted in 
with the testimony of any other, could 
be read. 

The District Attorney was also “load- 
ed”’ on the |:.w of the case. The United 
States Attorney and each of his assist- 
ants had their own law brief. Hun- 
dreds of conspiracy cases, from the 
early English decisions down to date, 
had been consulted and briefed, with a 
view to show clearly how they compared 
with points that might arise in the pres- 
ent case, how they afforded the legal 
basis for the steps the Government was 
taking or intended to take, or how they 
were distinguished from the present 
case. 

The District Attorney had a card in- 
dex and could tufn in an instant to 
any information desired about any de- 
fendant, and it was in this way that 
the Government prosecutor was able to 
balk the defense many times. Miller 
knew all the thousand and one de- 
tails, and time and again his objections 
to steps of the defense were sustained by 
the Court. 

Did Most of Work Before Grand Jury.

parallel for these labors. Every possible 
theory on which the Government might 
expect to hold the defendants was cov- 
ered in the indictments, some counts of 
which contained 4000 words, the whole 
making an immense volume of words. 
For example, 22 conspiracy indictments 
were returned against all the defendants. 
Thus one conspiracy was charged in 23 
different ways in order to meet possi- 
ble questions of validity. The Govern- 
ment later elected to go to trial on two 
of these indictments, which had become 
counts in one general consolidated in- 
dictment. 

Altogether, 19 attorneys of high stand- 
ing, from all parts of the country, at- 
tacked the indictments, but not a single 
count in any one of them failed to stand 
scrutiny, The validity of every form 
of pleading was upheld by Judge Ander- 
son when attack after attack was made. 

But District Attorney Miller was born 
on a farm in Indiana, and he knows 
what work is. He also was not a stran- 
ger to Federal courts, for early in his 
legal career he formed a partnersh'p 
with Joseph H. Defrees at Goshen, a 
nephew of John H. Baker, who later 
became a Federal Judge. Later Miller 
was the law partner of Francis BE. Ba- 
ker, the former Baker's son, who is now 
a judge of the United States Court of 
Appeals. 

Withall Miller is very modest. When 
asked about the outcome of the case, he 
said: 

“It was my duty to prosecute the case, 
to present to the Court and the jury the 
evidence. When that was done my dutv 
ceased. The fixing of the punishment 
was a matter for the Court, and, of 
course, not in my province to discuss.” 

Lawyers who have followed the case

SPIGK SPAN NEW. 
SOON TO OPEN 


Will Be St. Louis Home of Ger- 
man Drama and Musical and 
Other Entertainments. 








The Victoria Theater, one of the 
largest and most completely equipped 
houses in St. Louis, soon will open its 
doors as the home of music and other 
high-class entertainment, including 
the German drama. 

Judge Leo Rassieur is at the head 
of the company which has built the 
theater from the designs made by 
Widman and Walsh, 
house is located on Delmar, just west 
of Grand avenue, ‘and is declared to 
be the most beautiful theater in St. 
Louis. It occupies a site about 100 by 
150 feet, and is built strictly fire- 
proof, as required by the building 
ordinances. The front elevation is in 
the German renaissance style, exe- 
cuted in parti-colored terra cotta 
with ornamental brick paneling, and 
the remaining walls are of brick. The 
interior is entirely of reinforced con- 
crete construction. 

Handsome and Spacious Interior. 

A spacious lokby extends the full 
width of the front, and the entrance 
to the lobby is protected by an orna- 
mental glass and iron marquise. The 
auditorium contains approximately 
1800 seats, about 1000 of which are on 
the first floor of the parquet, ‘and 
the remainder in the balcony. There 
are 12 boxes altogether, each con- 
taining six seats, 

The stage is of ample dimensions, 
while numerous dressing rooms have 
been provided for the use of perform- 
ers. The height of the stage is greater 
than usual, to permit more elaborate 
scenic effects in the production of 
plays. 

As a whole, the building is first- 
class and complete in all its appoint- 
ments, and the German Theater Com- 
pany is better housed and provided 
for than ever before in the history 
of St. Louis. The German drama will 
continue under the official direction 
of Hans Loebel, and the booking man- 
agement of the Victoria Theater and 
other details will be in the hands of 
James Bassford, who is now actively 
engaged in bookings for the coming 
spring season.

Replies to Judge Anderson. | 

“But what of the conspiracy of or-' 
ganized capital—the conspiracy to mur- 
der the liberty of the tollers, to tear 
from them the means of protection by 
which they have bettered their condi- 
tion, to leave them bare and defenseless 
in the competitive struggle? Is not guch 
a conspiracy sufficiently dastardly to in- 
cur some odium? Should the conspira- 
tors with their hands stained with life- 
blood of men’s ambition, happiness, lib- 
erty, be accorded nothing but honor, 
power, respectability? Should they be 
allowed to continue to manipulate the 
powers of government, the administra- 
tion of justice, Suntil the oppressed find 
the burden intolerable? 

“More wise it is to seek social justice 
while yet we may. The judge who pre- 
sided at the trial realized one of the is- 
sues—government by injunction, lawless, 
autocratic, irresponsible exercise of gov- 
ernmental authority, according privi- 
leges to the strong and denying justice 
to the week.” 

Judge Anderson, who presided over the 
trial of the Iron Workers, was referred 
to particularly by Gompers, when he 
cGeclared that “Our whole social organi- 
zation seems to be on trial.’’ 

“Even the Judge who tried the case 
smugly assured of personal irresportsibi!- 
ity,” Gompers said, ‘‘fatuously declared 
that the evidence in this case will con- 
vince any impartial person that govern- 
ment by injunction is infinitely to be 
preferred to government by dynamite.’ 

“The worthy Judge had 0OoDilindly 
chanced upon one of the causes, but 
had failed to realize casual relationship. 
The words to him were simply a conven- 
tional epigram—he does not know ‘that 
there is a law of life, jugt as immutable 
as the law of gravitation; of attraction 
and repulsion, a law of life which meets 
tyranny and injustice by resistance. The 
inaptness, aye, the unwarrantable char- 
ecter of this utterance of the Judge dis- 
closes how far afield outside of the cas 
he went to take another slap at labo’. 

Gompers defended the American Fed- 
eration of Labor as a force for better- 
ment of conditions and resented the at- 
tacks made upon it since the beginning 
of the dyramite case. 

"We have been investigated,”’ he said, 
‘from the first insinuation that the ene- 
mies of our movement made to get the 
men ‘higher up,’ and because of their di- 
rectly and indirectly connecting my 
name with the men ‘supposedly higher 
up,’ I have declared my readiness at any 
time to submit for examination by any 
representatives of constituted authority, 
or by a committee of any respectable 
body of citizens, every document, paper 
or account, financial or otherwise. I 
have challenged, and now challenge, any 
ot our enemies to show that there has 
been any unlawful conduct on my part 
er any connection, direct or remote, with 
any violence in connection with any 
labor controversy or otherwise. 

Grand Jury Inquiry. 

“Mr. Frank Morrison, secretary of the 
American Federation of Labor, was sum- 
moned to appear before the grand fory. 
He took with him, not only all the finan- 
cial accounts and transactions of the 
American Federation of Labor, but his 
own, and after a thorough scrutiny and 
investigation they were returned to him 
and are now at our office. Not a scin- 
tilla of evidence or suspicion of wrong- 
Going could be discovered; not a scintil- 
la existed, or esists.” 

The Federation leader referred to 
statements made by John Kirby Jr., 
president of the National Manufacturers’ 
Association; William J. Burns, the de- 
tective, who caused the arrest of the 
McNamaras after the Los Angeles Times 
explosion; Harryison Grey Otis, editor 
of that paper, and others whom he char- 
acterized as “enemies’’ of organized la- 
bor, and continued: 

“You will see that I have quoted the 
worst enemies of organized labor, my 
most conspicuous and relentless ene- 
mies, men who would, if they could, send 
me to jaikh or consign me to the gallows. 
I have not even referred to the re- 
ward, respect or confidence of my 
friends, of the men and women who be- 
lieve in me, my work, and my motives. 
But, pray, will anyone point to a single 
act, aye, to a single utterance, of my 
worst enemies of a constructive, liberty- 
loving, humanitarian character? Any- 
body acn be a man hunter; anybody can 
be a negative force; anybody can be a 
nobody.” 

Asks Public Consideration. 

Gompers said he would have the pub- 
dig consider the convicted iron workers 
“with the understanding mind ana the 
spirit taught by the Teacher of old, Who 
said: ‘Let him who {ts without sin cast 
the first stone.’ "’ 

“There aré many ready to heap upon 
the structural iron workers,” he de- 
clared, “not alone the men adjudged 
guilty, but every member of their union, 
condemnation and humiliation: many 
ready to wrap the robes of saintly jus- 
tice tightly about them lest contact de- 
file them; ready to withdraw from these 
men every good and uplifting influence 
and to cast them out to the mercy of 
whatever interest might profit by their 
helplessness.’’

PARTNER OF MONEY 
KING A WITNESS 


Will Be Able to Testify His 
Institution Has No Control 
of Chase — Deal Shows 
Effort to Prove No Clique 
in Money. 











By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 


NEW YORK, Jan. 6.—Scared by the 
Pujo Committee, the First National 
Bank interests, with J. Pierpont Mor- 
gan and George F.. Baker in the fore- 
front, have relinquished their stock con- 
trol of the Chase National Bank, which 
the First National has held through the 
First Security Co., handmaideéen to the 
First National. 

With banks, trust companies and in- 
surance companies, tossed about in 
Wall street almost daily, the transfer 
of the Chase, were it not for the ex- 
istence of the Pujo Committee, would at- 
tract little attention. But back of this 
transfer, normal though it may prove 
to be, is the story of the alarm that has 
been spread through the financial dis- 
trict by the investigations of the Pujo 
Committee and the means that are being 
taken to prevent that committee from 


j proving to.the country at large the ex- 


istence of a Money Trust. 


George F. Baker a Witness. 
George F. Baker, chairman of the 


board of directors of the First National 
Bank of New York, director in more 
important corporations than any man 
in America, and rated by the insiders 
south of Pine street as co-equal with 
Morgan in financial dominion, has been 
subpenaed to appear before the com- 
mittee. He is expected to be a witness 
the middle or latter part of this week. 

When he appears on the stand he will 
be able to say that the First Security 
Co., the ‘handmaiden of the First Na- 
tional Bank, in no way controls the 
Chase National. Had Baker been put on 
the stand a week ago he would have 
been obliged to testify, if asked, that 
the First Security Co. controlled the 
Chase National. The transfer of control 
of the Chase, accomplished during the 
last week, is one of the most significant 
financial operations of recent years and 
pictures the intent of the ‘‘Money Kings’”’ 
to prevent the Pujo committee from be- 
ing able to show the existence of a clique 
with an absolute grip on the money of 
the country. 


In Big Financtal Deals. 
The First National Bank of New York 


is the most powerful financial] institu- 
tion in the United States, not excepting 
ths National City Bank, which by vir- 
tue of its larger capital has been looked 
upon by many as the strongest bank in 
the country. The First National, con- 
trolled by Morgan and Baker, has been 
interested in more big financial deals 
than all the other banks of the city 
combined. Morgan and Baker have been 
closely allied for many years, and the 
First National has figured largely in 
their gigantic money operations. In 
most of the big corporations in which 
Morgan is a director, Baker is also a 
director. Owing to his age, Morgan 
has been represented by other men of 
his choosing in many boards on which 
Beaker appears in person. 

Next in importance to the First Na- 
tional and the National City Bank—the 
latter generally known as the Standard 
Oil Bank—is the Chase Bank. The First 
National has a capital of $10,000,000 and 
the Chase a capital of $5,000,000. The 
Chase has for a long time been known 
as the “Bank of Banks,’’ because of its 
popularity with out-of-town banks. It 
is the New York correspondent of 3108 
other banks in the United States, these 
outside banks having on deposit about 
$60,000,000, which has been invested by 
the Chase in Stock Exchange securi- 
ties. On this sum it pays an enormous 
annual amount of interest.

responsibility as there is vests not in the 
Governor, bul in the Deputy-Governor— 
an anomaly in representative government, 
with no public functions to perform and 
without legal sanction or official] responsi- 
bility, a broker and go-between, but vested 
actually with the ear and frequently with 
the arm of the supreme political power. 

The Mayor of the city is elected by the 
voters of the city and is directly responsible 
to them for his political actions; he is ac- 
cessible, whereas the Governor is not, to the 
citizens of the city; he is acquainted with 
the conditions and needs of the city, where- 
as the Governor is not; he is paramountly 
interested in the city, whereas the Gov- 
ernor is not. 

Every political and every human test 
points to the Mayor of the city being a bet- 
ter official for the appointment of city of- 
ficials than the Governor. 

A political boss, exercising the functions 
of deputy-governor for’ St. Louis, is not 
only much easier to create than a political 
boss exercising the functions of deputy- 
mayor, but the people of this city can strike 
the deputy-mayor, whereas they are help- 
iess against the deputy-governor. 

It is sometimes stated that St. Louis is 


needs an outsider to wield the strong arm. 

The first maxim applied to the individ- 
ual in governing others is that he should 
first learn to govern himself, and the first 
maxim applied to a community taking part 
in governing others is that that community 
should first learn to govern itself. If this 
claim is made in earnest—that St. Louis 
is incapable of governing itself—by citi- 
zens desiring the good of St. Louis and of 
Missouri, it would seem that they would 
advocate and devise some method by which 
this politically unfit community would not 
be given an opportunity to help govern the 
rest of the State. Indeed, the situation is 
not inconceivable, and St. Louis may wake 
up to it some day, where the voters of this 
politically unfit community will hold the 
balance of power in the State, and thus may 
at any time dictate governmentally to the 
balance of the State. 

It is sometimes said, both by those in as 
well as those out of the city, in denying to 
the city of St. Louis capacity for self- 
government, that what is feared is the 
liquor interest and that St. Louis is domin- 
ated by the liquor interest. Whether it is 
meant by this that the liquor interest com- 
prises a majority of the voters in St. Louis 
or whether a majority of the voters of St. 
Louis is dominated by the liquor interest 
is not specified, but in either event, if the 
statement be true that by reason of the 
liquor interest St. Louis is not capable of 
self-government, then it would seem that 
good citizens would advocate taking from 
St. Louis the other important governmental 
functions and vesting them in the Gov- 
ernor. 

If what is meant by the objection to the 
liquor interest is that a majority of the 
citizens of the city desire a loose adminis- 
tration of the liquor laws, this, in my judg- 
ment, is untrue. Whether true or false, it 
ls unquestionably a fact that not all the 
laws on the statute books are vigorously 
and punctiliously enforced in every portion 
of this State. Im truth, the exactitude of 
enforcement varies directly with popular 
sentiment in favor thereof in the locality. 
By a parity of reasoning the county court, 
constables, sheriffs and police officers in 
all such districts ought to be named and 
controlled by the Governor or his political 
backers or appointees, because, forsooth, 
under such a system the will of the Gov- 
ernor and his creatures is more to be relied 
upon for the enforcement of all the laws 
in the particular locality than the senti- 
ment of its citizens. 

The great masses of the people in St. 
Louis are no more in favor of open gam- 
bling houses, riotous debauchery or a 
saturnalia of crime involved in. so-called 
brewery sovereignty ,than are the people of 
anyother portion of this State. The great 
masses of the people of this city are honest, 
God-fearing, conscientious, law-abiding 
citizens. They have established here their 
homes, their wives and children. It is an 
unspeakable slander to assert of these peo- 
ple that they crave municipal harlotry and 
indecency from which they must be with- 
held by the kindly and disinterested pater- 
nalism of the various Governors of this 
State. It is a well-known fact that in all 
cases where the evidence is réasonably 
clear, convictions before St. Louis juries 
may be depended upon for all violations of 
the liquor laws. The attempt, under the 
guise of avoiding the hobgoblin of brewery 
sovereignty, to deprive St. Louis. alone 
among all the political subdivisions of this 
State of the right to name the local offi- 
cials who are to administer its election, 
excise and police regulations is tantamount 
to denying the capacity of the people of this 
city for self-government in some of the 
most important of its aspects. Its direct 
tendency is to stifle any spirit of responsi- 
bility on the part of the voters of this city 
with respect to these important aspects of 
municipal government. There can be no 
such thing as good government without a 
sense of its attendant responsibility and a 
realization of the capacity to do wrong. 

But, for the sake of argument, conceding 
the sovereignty of the liquor interest, as 
exhibited in the past and as feared in. ‘the 
future, we now have, and have had for 
many years, the liquor situation controlled 
by the Genes and it requires but a short

grant violations of the liquor laws when the 
Governor controlled not only the liquor but 
the police. The picture is not one to ex- 
cite great confidence in a Governor-con- 
trolled city. 

Besides, if the liquor interest dominates 
the city, and our friends in the country are 
as solicitous for the interests of the city as 
‘suggested, it would seem that should the 
liquor interests, if St. Louis had local self- 
government, bring about the condition 
which is predicted, our country friends 
could and would, as they have ample power 
to do, wipe out this liquor interest, should 
it even mean prohibition, unless, indeed, 
our. country friends should also in the 
meantime come under the vast domination 
of this great peril to republican institu- 
tions. 

The fear of a boss seems to be a favorite 
cry in opposition to local self-government, 
and strange as it may seem, those who are 
loudest in expressions of fear of the boss 
should St. Louis control herself, are the 
loudest in calling for an outside boss, in 
the form of the Governor and deputy-gover- 
nor. St. Louis has indeed sunk to a low 
governmental plane when it has to ape the 
old countries and cities which history 
lls us, to avoid oppression by their 
éwn bosses, were Wont to call in an outside 
boss, or tyrant, to repress warring factions 
by the exercise of irresponsible and arbi- 
trary power. 

If, however, our political servility in the 
city is such that we must have a boss, let 


a boss superimposed upon us by a locally 
irresponsible, external authority.

Hang your clothes on a hickory limb, 
And don’t go near the water.

If, however, such a distinction is | 
to be drawn, why draw it where it is now 
drawn with respect to St. Louis? Is there 
any more important State function than the. 
administration of justice? Why has not’ 
the governor, therefore, the same control 
over the courts as is claimed he should 
have over the police, excise and election of- 
ficials? Has there not been at times a fail- 
ure to properly enforce the law against the 
crimes denounced by the statutes against 
the elective franchise by the prosecuting 
officers of this city? Or the liquor laws of 
the State in this city? If so, then the way | 
to see to the enforcement of these laws | 
must be, according to the argument now! 
made, for the governor to appoint not 
merely the prosecuting officers of the court 
but the judges and minor Officers consti- 
tuting the courts of this State. 

Is there any more vital matter of State 
interest than the enforcement of the crim- 
inal laws? And yet we hear no cry that 
the governor should appoint the coroner or 
the sheriff. 

Indeed, to enumerate further would be 
almost an insult to the intelligence of the 
people of this State. 

All law springs from the people. Its re- 
spect and observance is compelled by the 
force of popular sentiment and a sense of 
personal civic resposibility. To undertake 
to enforce obedience to law by the strong 
arm of outside power is to weaken, in a 
government of universal suffrage, the 
moral force of law and to rely on @ternal 
force, which undermines the only safe and 
permanent power that in such a country 
can ever provide liberty and security for 
its citizens. 

To destroy local self-government, either 
completely or with respect to some of its 
most important functions, is to turn back 
the car of history and of civilization and to 
restore a satrapy like that of the Persians 
in the place of the laborious democracy 
built up and handed down to us by our 
Teutonic progenitors. 

For some reason or other, the exact na- 
ture of which is left for each one to guess, 
the moment some betterment for St. Louis 
is proposed by some, we find others, with 
no apparent reason, opposing it. It is a 
strange phenomenon of this city that its 
own jealous, factional fights, more than 
any other thing, retard its progress and 
the effort to secure self-government is no 
exception. 

The particular bills now suggested for 
securing self-government for St, Louis in 
the three important governmental depart- 
ments—police, excise and elections—need 
not now be discussed at length. They still 
provide for the appointment of the heads 
of those departments; they leave the elec- 
tion department bipartisan (as it is termed) 
as it is now. It would be but a waste of

Had Hugh Chalmers offered an automo- 
bile to the American League player of 1912, 
who struck out the least frequently, the man 
who would have won the car would in all 
probability have been a member of the White 
Elephants. It is a certainty that neither the 
St. Louis club, which finished next to the 
bottom, or the Washington team, which fin- 
ished next to the top, would have claimei 
the winner, for these two combinations pos- 
sessed the ablest missers in the juntor or- 


ganization, The Browns struck out 7835 times 
in 157 games and the Senators did the Gus 
Hill act on 751 occasions in 154 contests. 

The White Sox were the third easiest team 
to fan, they whiffing on 645 occasions. The 
Tigers were retired on strikes 604 times: 
the Highlanders and the Red Sox, 585 times; 
the Naps, 571 — and the White Ele- 
phants, 562 times’. The club records of 
strikeouts were kept last season, but the in- 
dividual records were not, though they will 
be in the coming campaign, and then fans 
will be able to learn who was the hardest 
man to retire on strikea. 

The greatest number of strikeouts regis- 
tered in an American League contest last 
season was 15, Coombs. Brown and Pen- 
nock of the White Blephants claiming this 
number of victims among the Detroit Strike 
Breake on May 18. In this contest the 
Michigan team was routed. 24 to 2. 

On Sept. 14 Hamilton of the Browns 
fanned 14 of the Washingtons, but he wus 
poorly supported and lost his game, 4 to 2. 
Thirteen strikeouts were claimed by Scott of 
Chicago in a 15-inning game against the 
Browns April 20 and by Walter Johngzon of 
Washington ageinst Boston May 80. {c- 
Connell of New York set down a dozen cf 
the Browns on strikes July 18.

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Salaried Coach 
to Have Charge 
of Yale Eleven 


Announcement of Change of Eli 
Policy Is Made at Dinner 
by Team’s Captain. 


NEW HAVEN, Conn., Jan. 6.—That 
the present system of appointing the 
captain of the team or some member of 
it head coach, and allowing him to have 


full charge of the football squad is over 
at Yale, was the announcement of Capt. 
Henry H. Ketcham of next year's 
eleven, following a dinner discussion of 
the Yale captains and coaches at the 
Taft Hotel. which lasted until early 
Sunday morning. There was very free 
discussion, in which the situation was 
thoroughly threshed out and four plans 
euggested. These plans are: 

First, the continuati6n of the pres- 
ent system with some member of the 
present team as head coach for Capt. 
Ketcham. 

Second, the engaging of a coach 
at a salary to have full charge. 

Third, the appointment of Walter 
Camp as head coach, with a fleld 
coach to assist him. 

Fourth, the choosing of an advis- 
ory committee to plan the campaign 
and no head coach, but a field coach 
who would be a member of the com- 
mittee. 

After a full discussion, the last plan 
modified seemed to be the best. Capt. 
Ketcham, whose word is law in the mat- 
ter, and who said very little during the 
discussion, decided to accept the con- 
sensus of opinion and will appoint a 
committee of five graduates to act with 
him in the selection of a head coach 
for next year. Capt. Ketcham said last 
night that Walter Camp had already 
been appointed a member of the com- 
mittee, and that four others, selected 
from Mr. Camp’s time down until now, 
will be appointed by him right after the 
junior promenade a week from Tuesday 
night.
